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This rare cent is in a class of its own, 
only 1 exists—a priceless collectors’ 
item. There’s no question of copper 
alloy as it was struck first in 1937. 
Later, in 1943 it found its way back 
into the mint and into a press hopper 
while the steel zinc-coated cents were 
being struck. Thus the other date of 
1943—both dates are raised. Note the 
double profile of Lincoln and Liberty 
at 1 o’clock near his eye. This coin 
was purchased from a Pittsburg 
dealer.

For the many who may have reasonable doubts and questions 


about this cent, here is a resume: And the five best tests to deter- 
mine its genuineness. 


Here are the tests performed and report: 
Alterations. No trace of tool marks on the coin or near the 
date under a 60 power glass. 


. Copper Plated—Weight. The cent was checked for proper weight, 


weighing 47.8 grains; the standard government weight is 48 
grains, the variance is acceptable due to circulation. A zinc-steel 
cent weighed 42 grains, with magnetic property. 


. Casts several Methods, Electrotype, Ferrotypes. All show fuzzi- 


ness or indefiniteness of outline, all are off-weight, most have poor 
sound ring, bubble marks, sand pits, seams on the edges. 


. Forgeries from false dies. The workmanship immediately identifies 


it; portrait, lettering, and numerals differs from the genuine. 


Is by far the closest to appear as genuine. Blank plan- 
chets accidently slipped past the press dies, containing proper 
weight, alloy and measurement. A die can be made by pressing a 
genuine coin into a soft steel cylinder which is then case hardened. 
Thus a replica die, which can be very convincing and fool the 
average collector. The die used on the blank planchet, the coin 
would pass all of the above tests. A coin so made would almost 
certainly lack definition particularly minute detail—leaves, curls, 
lettering). Diameter and thickness would deviate from the genu- 
ine unless a collar had been specially made for the purpose of 
preventing the spreading of the flan in the die: an extremely ex- 
acting process. Replication is the most serious and dangerous 
duplication of a genuine coin. But this method is expensive and 
extremely difficult. 

Although the Mint director states no Bronze Cents were issued 
during 1943, is is possible and without a doubt in my mind, coins 
of this nature can be manufactured unintentionally at the Mint 
and circulated during the process. A proven fact by the number 
of “Mint Errors” now in possession of the collector. These pieces 
(silver cents with varying dates, bronze 5 cent pieces, and one 
notable gold cent, among other numerous off-metal coins are 
fact. The previous items have been selling for as little at $25.00, 
hardly worth the time and expense of a costly die, the services 
of a skilled machinist and other efforts.

CHINESE CASH 


by Kalvart K. Tidwell, ANA 16320 


With the turn of the century 
the writer was living in a small 
North Texas town - Decatur, 
county seat of Wise. Here a col- 
lege site, our father was Pro- 
fessor of Latin and Greek, and 
later became college president. 

Like many Southwest towns in 
those days, we had a Chinese 
faundry, housed with living quar- 
ters in an unpainted wood frame 
building on the south edge of the 
an individual 
known simply as “John China- 
man,” conducted his trade. He 
washed and ironed by hand, and 
did a thorough job, too. He had 
plenty of business. A lighted lan- 
tern in John’s work room at 
night (quite regular) meant that 
John was catching up - “Clothes 
no stay clean, quick back here. 
Too short day,” was his expla- 
nation 

As a lad we made friends with 
just about everybody in town - 
yohn included. We stopped in to 
see him quite often - fascinated 
by his manner of dampening 
shirts and flatwork. John had a 
self-contained, built in sprayer. 
He would fill his mouth with 
water and blow out a fine, even 
mist upon the piece being ironed. 
In this manner little was wasted. 
One full mouth of water ac- 
counted for many a dampening. 

John was always singing. “Make 
work not hard,” he would say. 
Too, he loved to tell about his 
homeland - about his brothers 
and sisters back there. It seemed 
to lessen the loneliness when he 
could talk to someone about 
these things - even to a child. 

One day (midsummer of 1903) 
we found the laundry’s door fas- 
tened up. A crude sign nailed 
thereon read, John go to China - 
soon come back. Folks talked 
about John - missed him and his 
work sorely. Months pass, then 
a few days before Christmas the 
sign was down. John had re- 
turned. He had worked his way 
across the Pacific and back - all 
to visit his own country, people, 
and loved ones. 

John had not forgotten this 
lad. He called us into his cur- 
tained off world - a nook contain- 
ing a cot where he slept, a table, 
chair and trunk. Meals, mostly 
rice and rice broth, were prepared 
on the charcoal furnaces used to 
heat the heavy, flat irons. From 
the trunk John gathered up the 
small gifts he had brought us 
from China - a half dozen, fuse 
entwined, packages of firecrack- 
ers and a handful of bright, new 
Chinest coins of copper alloy, 
called cash, with a square hole in 
the center. The cash, for many 
centuries, was the only coin of 
China. 

About a year later our friend 
moved away to open a restaurant 
in a large city. As he was about 
30 years old at the time of our 
story, we must assume that he is 
now dead. Not so, however, re- 
gards our interest in Chinese 
cash pieces. The many types of 
this long issued coin commands 
this collector’s serious attention, 
and presents a rugged challenge 
seldom met.

Washington, D.C., May 15, 1961.—The Smithsonian Institution 
announced today the donation by Mr. Corneius Van S. Roosevelt of 
Washington, D.C., of an experimental high-relief double eagle or 
$20 gold piece, dated 1907, designed by Augustus Saint-Gaudens at 
the request of President Theodore Roosevelt.

This is one of the great rarities of the United States coin series 
and has in addition an unusual historical connotation since it was 
owned originally by Theodore Roosevelt, who had devoted consider- 
able efforts toward its design and production. 


In fact, in the winter of 1905, Theodore Roosevelt met at a 
dinner in Washington with Augustus Saint-Gaudens whose sculp- 
tures the President admired greatly. The conversation drifted to 
the beauty of ancient Greek coins, described by Saint-Gaudens as 
almost the only coins of real artistic merit. Why could not the 
United States have coins as betutiful as the Greek ones, the Pres- 
ident wished to know. If Saint-Gaudens would model them, he, the 
President, would cause them to be minted. 








Thus started a unique venture in modern monetary history. 
Manifesting once more his versatility and extraordinary energy, 
Theodore Roosevelt found the time to conduct personally the cam- 
paign for a more artistic series of United States coinage designs. 
On November 6, 1905, the President said in a letter to Saint-Gaudens 
regarding these designs: 


“IT want to make a suggestion. It seems to me worth to try for 
a really good coinage; though I suppose there will be a revolt about 
it! I was looking at some gold coins of Alexander the Great today, 
and I was struck by their high relief. Would it not be well to have 
our coins in high relief, and also to have the rims raised? The point 
of having the rims raised would be, of course, to protect the figure 
on the coin; and if we have the figures in high relief, like the figures

OF THE 
CIVIL WAR CENTENNIAL 
1861 -—- 1961 





The Coin and Currency Institute, Inc., of New York and California has been appointed sole national dis- 
tributor of this medal, which commemorates officially the centennial of the Civil War. 


It will be available in both bronze and silver about May 31, 1961. 


The medal which is 2'2” in size, is being issued under authority of the Civil War Centennial Commission, 
which was created by Act of Congress. The medal will be struck by the Medailic Art Company from designs 
and sculptor’s models that hcve been approved by the U.S. Government Fine Arts Commission in Washington, 
D.C. 

As can be seen from the above illustration, the obverse bears the portraits of General Ulysses S$. Grant and 
General Robert E. Lee. The reverse shows the seal of the Civil War Centennial Commission, having as its 
main theme, a Union and Confederate soldier. The medal will be sold in its own specially made container and 
will come with a printed, informative leaflet. 


In addition to the bronze medal, there will be an issue of pure silver medals, which will be limited to 
25,000 serially numbered pieces. The purity of the silver will be greater than .999. 


The official prices of the Civil War Centennial Medal are as follows: 
The Bronze medal $ 4.00 
The pure silver medal 30.00 
(Please note: Because of the limited issue the silver medals are offered subject to being sold out. Those wish- 
ing a silver medal should place their order now. Earlier this year many thousands were disappointed when their 
orders for silver Inaugural medals were placed too late. Because of the overwhelming national interest in the 
Civil War, it is expected that the silver medals will be quickly sold out.) 


The bronze and silver medals will be available about May 31, 1961 at your local coin and stamp dealer, 
department store coin counters, hobby shops etc., or you may write to either our New York or California office. 
Established dealers wishing to carry this medal for resale should write to us at once for our terms.
